Their anſ{were was, 
That albeit tholg zercts. were plauſible to corrupt reaſon, 
and ſer outta! > Moy by the wit and Art of 
the patrons chgtcolm er che ſacred Scripture(ro which 
Naturall reaſon mf&eSowhy 3 Þ' Erike ſayle) throughly 
ſcarched,andimpartiallyſcamucd, gauc no {1ppert ar all 
to this new modell of Godscounſels fram2d in mans brain, 
And that the prime Fathers of moſt eminent note in the 
Church at 2ue 1 790. yeares agoe,at the firſt birth of thoſe 
miſhapen Brats, #aſhed them again(t the ſtones,and conſe -
